Clinto nHoward, cf Rochester, N.Y., 
Noted Temperance Orator, Charges 
Christian Church With Apathy 
Towards Liquor Problem—Speaks 
Twice on Sunday for Two Hours 
to Audiences ich Fill Opera 
House to Overflowing.

Twice yesterday the Edmonton opera 
house was packed to the doors with 
people anxious to hear the celebrated 
ter peranee orator, Clinton Howard, 
of Rochester, NY. Mr. Howard spoke 
for over two. hours at the afternoon 
mecting and close on to that time in 
the evening, holding the unflaggin ut- 
tontion of his audiences by the im 
terest of his address, “A Ride on the 
Weiter Wagon,” and his oratorical 
oki l. 

The evening meeting commenced at 
half-past eight. Every seat in the 
opera house was occupied at that time. 
A number secured seats on the plat- 
form and hundreds of late-comers were 
turned away. 

Rev. Robt. Pearson opened the meet- 
ing with prayer and following a solo 
by A. Melsaae the chairman, Rev. F. 
W. Patterson, intorduced without de- 
lay the speaker of the evening. 

Mr. Howaml maintained ay casy 
command of his audience throughout 
his address, No ordinary temperance 
speech by an ordinary speeker covid 
have held the attention of an audi- 
ere for full two hours, as did ‘The 
Ride on the Water Wagon.” In his 
mode of delivery Mr. Howard is re- 
ireshingly unconventional and typie- 
aliy American. The tension of the 
serious passages of his address was 
skilfully relieved by historical and 
humorous sketches, and stories of in 
teresting personal experiences, 

When the speaker at the close of 
his address, asked whether his hear: 
ers had enjoyed the ride on the water 
wagon limited express they shouted 
“yes” with one voice. “Then pay your 
fare,” said he, announcing in_ this 
original way that the collection would 
be taken up. At the two meetings 
the sum of $477 was contributed to 
the temperance cause. Less than 25 
per cent. of this went to,the speaker, 
who explained jast night that he had 
undertaken his ten days’ tour of Al- 
berta under the auspices of the Tem- 
peranes and Moral Reform — league, 
viving his services for fifty per cent.

Church Has the Power, 

Mr. Howard had spoken in every 
state of the American union and had 
never found prospects, for prohibition 
better or brighter than’in Ajberta. The 
peopie of the Christian church had 
it in their power to say whether the 
liquor traffic would continue to flour- 
ish in the province, or meet its de- 
sefyed doom, The responsibility rest- 
af with them absolutely. Their will 
night be made law. ‘They had only to 
ceclare it. There were those who said 
that prohibition didn’t prohibit, that 
couldn't be enforeed. Prohibition 
was obtained through a vote of the 
muajorty of citizens in a community, 
if the majority which passed the law 
were unable to enforee it then they 
Were nOt fit to bear the responsibility 
of self-government and that right 
should be taken trom them.
